Economic Benefits for the State of North Carolina"^ 


Construction of the Atlantic Coast Pipeline is estimated to generate $2.7 billion in total economic 
activity, support 17,240 jobs** and contribute $4.2 million in average annual local tax revenue. 
Ongoing operation of the pipeline is estimated to generate $377 million in average annual energy 
cost savings, support 2,200 jobs and contribute $25 million in average annual tax revenue. 

The Atlantic Coast Pipeline route through North Carolina will begin in Northampton County and 
move southwest about 194 miles through eight counties in the state before ending in Robeson 
County in the southern end of the state. Economic benefits specific to the state of North Carolina 
include the following.
